est in other States in our own country 
and in foreign lands. Tbe submission to 
tbe voters of Maine of d constitutional 
amendment to make tbe prohibition of 
the liquor traffic the permanent policy of 
tbe State, reopened the whole question 
before the people as jurors in tbe case. 
Tbe defeat of tbe amendment at tbe polls 
would have been, in effect, practically 
equivalent to the repeal of the prohibi- 
tory statutes. Among the friends of 
prohibition there was not absolute unity 
in favor of tbe constitutional method. 
All those opposed to prohibition were, of 
course, opposed to" making it permanent. 
The combined liquor interest of the 
whole country, conscious of what was in- 
volved, exerted to tbe uttermost its in- 
fluence against it. 
But, despite all op- 


position, the amendment was adopted by 
the 
magnificent popular majority 
of 


44,283! Thus is given the verdict of 
Maine, formally and deliberately ex- 
pressed, in favor of the wisdom and effi- 
ciency of prohibition, after an experience 
of more than a quarter of a century. 


The good effect of this important ac- 


tion on the part of the people of Maine 
at this time will extend far" beyond tbe 
limits of their own State. It will give 
a powerful impetus to the movement for 
tbe constitutional as well as statutory 
prohibition of the liquor traffic in every 
State in the Union, and finally by the 
national government as well. It will 
strengthen greatly the hands of Sir Wil- 
frid Lawson and bis compeers of tbe 
United Kingdom Alliance in tiieir praise- 
worthy efforts, in and out of Parliament, 
to secure the right of the popular control 
of the liquor traffic in Great Britain. 
It 


will be remembered that in the begin- 
ning Maine was, under the license sys.tem, 
burdened and cursed with tbe liquor 
traffic quite as much as any other of our 
American States, and that to-day she is 
without a distillery, brewery, or open 
dram shop, save possibly a few in the 
misgoverned city of Bangor. 
Prior to 


the inauguration of the policy of prohibi- 
tion the liquor traffic was a destructive 
flood among her people; to-day, with all 
the ingenious devises of evasion and of 
secret opposition, it is reduced to 


on to say, If by free trade I am made to 
build ships cheaper, where will the cheap- 
ening be done. Certainly not from the 
five per cent, of material. 
No, it must 


come out of tbe 65 per cent, paid for 
labor. Tbh is a truth which deserves 
tbe careful consideration of workingmen. 
Free trade is a cheapening process, but it 
is labor which must bear tbe brunt of 
reduction. 
In the most of cases raw ma- 


terial forms'a very inconsiderable part of 
tbe coat uf production. 
Its cost, what- 


ever it may be, will remain the same, 
whether we have a tariff or free trade. 
To encounter foreign competition there 
must be a large reduction in the cost of 
of production, and if the price of raw 
material is to remain unaffected 
the 


diminished cost of an article, as Mr. 
Roach says, will fall upon labor. 
Let the 


Democratic policy once be put into op- 
eration, and 
our manufacturers must 


compete with those of England, France, 
and Germany, and can only do so by re- 
sorting to the scale of wages paid to 
foreign 
workmen. 
To 
undertake 
to 


maintain labor at its present cost would 
close the doors of every producing estab- 
lishment in the United States. 
Reason 


teaches that one of the two alternatives 
would be the result of Tree trade, and yet 
tbe Democratic party, thoroughly com- 
mitted to that line of policy, invites the 
woikfngmen of the country to join in their 
own destruction.

fact in Maine for all time to come."

like manner it is destined in due time 
to become "a fixed fact" in every State 
in the Union, and also in the District of 
Columbia and elsewhere within the direct 
jurisdiction of the national government. 
We hail the Maine verdict as an assured 
forerunner of new, glorious, and abidin" 
victories to bs achieved in the near future 
through the just, popular, democratic, 
constitutional method.—Nat. Tern. Ad- 
vocate. 


SHALL WE EA?b bUOd A CHANGE ? 


If this country was now like England, 


a free trade country, and if it should be 
proposed to establish protection, and a 
national election should be decided upon 
that issue, it could not be said with cer- 
tainty beforehind whether the protection- 
ists or free traders would carry the day. 
Both policies have their advocates, and 
philanthropists and philosophers differ as 
to the advantages of each. 
But the one 


certain consequence of such a change 
would be that no communitv of our peo- 
ple and no set of men would be directly 
and materially injured. 


But when the proposition is. to turn a 


protectionist country into a free trade 
country, that is a totally different ques- 
tion. 


Such a change would result in damage 


that would be unquestionably widespread, 
and in countless nimibersof cases irrepair- 
able. If protection were withdrawn, vast 
a'jd diversified industries that have grown 
under its provisions would have to perish; 
and the laborers engaged in those manu- 
factures would be compelled to seek other 
fields of employment, and to brave the 
hard uncertainties and suffer the pro- 
longed misfortunes of the transfer. 


Yet this is now a decisive question in 


the election of next Tuesday. 


Against such a proposition there must 


inevitably be the most strenuous and 
desperate resistance, for it comes mainly 
from men whose fortunes and welfare

would be tin factories to buy tha wool, 
except abroad, and there he would have 
to compete with Australia, and other 
great wool-producing regions. In i word, 
there is no class more directly and vitally 
interested in the maintenance of a l%h 
tariff, and tbe protection of AmeriqsM in- 
dustry than the farmers, whether in the 
west, in the middle states,or here in New 
England.—Providence Journal.

THE OHIO SUPHIEME COURT DKCLARCH THE 


LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL— A DESPER- 
ATE DEMOCRATIC 3CHESIE TO SECURE 


GERMAN VOTES. 


COLUSIBUS, Oct. 28.— As if to emphas- 


ize the absurdity of fhe St. John canvass, 
aad to show their own desperate condi- 
tion, tbe Democrats secured 
from tbe 


Supreme Court of the State, to-day a 
declaration that the Scott law in unconsti- 
tutional. That act was passed to make 
the liquor dealers bear a small share of 
taxation. 
Formerly they paid no license 


and contributed nothing toward main- 
taining the State Government. 
Tha 


Democrats made common cause with the 
liquor dealers, and won a victory over the 
Republicans in 1883, promising to repeal 
the law. 
They feared to carry out their 


pledge. It meant a large increase in 
taxation on every farmer, merchant and 
mechanic in the State to relieve a few 
thousand owners of liquor shops, who 
could well afford to pay the tax. Many 
of those dealers were satisfied with the 
law as offering tli3 best settlement of a 
vexed question. 
The Democratic leaders 


also knew that the woolgrowers hid con- 
tributed more to Republican defeat than 
the liquor dealers. 
Fearing to face the 


taxpayers, the Democrats therefore ro* 
fused to lepeal the Scott law. But the 
result of the late election showed them 
that as matters stood there was no hope 
of Democratic success in 
November. 


Having a majority of the members of the 
Supreme Court, the Democratic leaders, 
therefore, openly boasted that the law 
would be declared unconstitutional, in the 
vain hope of securing the aid of the Ger- 
mans for tbe November election. 
The 


cases were pushed out of their order in 
the Supreme Court last week, and the 
Democratic Judges took steps to "rail- 
road" them through. Arguments were filed 
and Governor Hoadly went East to con- 
sult with the Democratic managers.

Their 
very thoughts, racy and original as they 
are, run in the same grove, and they give 
expression to them in the same cryittal* 
lized forms of speech. This iron rule 
does not prevail to nearly so great an ex- 
tent in Canada, but it exists with suffi- 
cient forcfl to make the independence 
of the individual Englishman marked 
even to a Canadian.

Generals, who affect Eastern modes of 
life in misty England, the retired sea 
captains whose talk is ever in nautica 
phrases of nautical matters, and other 
riders of hobbies innumerable, who have 
furnished materials to many authors, anc 
amusement to many generations of read- 
ers, abound in England and help to ren- 
der the land picturesque and attractive 
All these harmless and amusing eccen- 
tricities are almost ruled down into 
dead level of monotonous uniformity iu 
the New World. Perhaps I should ex- 
cept New York from this general state- 
ment. 
This, the greatest city in Ameri- 


ca, is the most cosmopolitan in its char 
acter. 
Men of all nationalities go to 


make up its vast population; it is les 
distinctly American than Philadelphia 01 
Boston. 
Its young men, whether inten 


tionally or not, closely resemble young 
Englishmen; indeed, all classes exhibi 
their own peculiarities uninfluenced b> 
the repressing tyranny of general habits 
or opinions—Outsell** Family

A HEW AFjjESTHBTIO. 


A student at Vue University of Heidel- 


>crg, in Germ any, while experimenting 
recently with cocoa, wade a tincture of 
jjdro-cbkirmt/} of cocoaine, which to his 
amazement s nd surprise he accidentally 
discovered that when applied to the sur- 
face of the eye would make it insensible 
to feeling. 
Dr. Noyes, of this city, who 


w.n in Heidelberg at the time, heard of 
the wonderful discovary, and sent a brief 
account of it, and its operation, to bis 
friends in the medical profession here. 
Tie hydro-chlorate of cocoaine it the 


a< live principle of cocoa, and is only 
made by one firm in Germany. It cannot 


obtained in the drug stores in this 


country. An 
anaesthetic that 
would 


reader a particular part of the human 
body without sensation, and avoid the 
necessity of using chloroform or ether, 
wtiich affect the whole body, has long 
been sought by the medical profession, 
and this new discovery will be thoroughly 
tested and experimented with, in the 
hope that it may bo found to have an 
effect upon other portion: of the body 
than the eye. 


This anaesthetic has been used in a 


ft w cases within the past two weeks by 
one or two eminent oculists in this city. 
The material is costly at present, and as 
•it has not been made in this country, it 
it ill be some time before it will be cheap 
enough to be used in ordinary practice. 
It was used on Monday for the first time 
at the Mount Sinai Hospital, 
A woman 


fifty years of age was admitted to the 
hospital last week, who was totally blind. 
About two years ago she noticed'a slight 
cloudiness at times m the left eye, which 
gradually increased until, at the end of a 
yOur, the sight was wholly destroyed. The 
right eye became affected in a similar 
manner, with the same result. Her eyes 
being subjected to a bright light, an in* 
tornal examination was made, which re- 
vealed the presence of a hard, mature 
cataract in the capsule, or membrane 
covering the lens in each eye. 
When the 


light was before her eyes she could dis- 
tinguish it from darkness, but could not 
s.-e any surrounding objects. 


On Monday afternoon the woman was 


taken to the operating room and laid flat 
upon her back upon the operating table, 
in order to retain the liquid in her eye. 
1 he hospital staff and a number of physi- 
cians were present. The attending phy- 
sician had endeavored to procure a small 
quantity of the new anaesthetic but could 
not get it in the city, and used in the 
operation some that he bad previous ob- 
tiined. It is a colorless fluid, without 
tiste or odor. 
The eyelids being held 


u ide open four drops of the liquid were 
c uitiously dropped upnn the surface of 
fie eyes. It produced a slight anaes- 
thetic effect upon the external coating. 
After an internal of five minutes four 
drops more were applied, which caused 
the insensible condition to extend deeper, 
and after waiting another five minutes 
four drops more used. 
After the last 


application had done its work the sensa- 
tion of the eyes were tested and they 
were found to be entirely anesthetized. 
A pair of fixation forceps, the application 
of which no healthy eye can stand without 
causing a visible shrinking, were then ap- 
plied and adjusted without any sensation 
beingfelt hy the patient. They have serra- 
ted edges, which being sunk into the lower 
put of the eye, bold it firmly iu position 
while the operation is being performed. 
A knife with a narrow and extremely 
thin blade was then introduced into the 
c irner just beyond the outer edge of the 
his, and carefully forced through the 
outer coating of the eye until the point 
of the blade came out on the other side 
of the ins. 


Then the blade was carefully drawn 


b ickward and upward, great precaution 
being taken not to cut the lens or injure 
any of the delicate parts of the eye in the 
neighborhood, and 
an incision 
made 


a lout a half inch in length in the cornea 
The flat thus cut was then drawn down 
and the lens with the cataract in full 
view upon it was exposed. The iris had 
prolapsed and was cut off at once. 
An 


instrument resembling a small steel spoon 
was then introduced into the eye and the 
lens was extracted in its capsule without 
being lacerated. 
This completed 
the 


operation for one eye, and the other was 
then operated upon in the same manner. 
The operation upon both eyes was per- 
formed successfully without the patient 
fteling the slightest sensation, and lasted 
about twenty minutes. 
The new anaes- 


thetic had done its work beautifully. 
A (Xer the operation the flaps of the cor- 
nea were placed in proper position and 
the patient was asked to count the num- 
ber of fingers held before her eyes, which 
slie did correctly though with some hes- 
itation, in consequence of the power of 
a( commodfltiim by the removal of the 
lens from both eyes. 


The eyes were then bathed in a solu- 


tion of voracic acid ; cotton dises were 
applied to them and bandaged tightly. 
The woman was then led to her ward. 
Her eyes will be examined to-day and if 
e'erything works well until Saturday 
they will be fitted with glasses which, 
hereafter, 
will take the place of the 


leases that were removed and the patient 
will be discharged. Powerful as is the 
effect of this anaesthetic on the eye it 
does not harm the skin in the least, its 
ai tion being confined to the end bulbes 
ol the nerves in the eye. The effect in 
tlie healthy eye lasU from nine to fifty 
minutes, and has not the slightest effect 
upon the sight.—N. Y. Tribune. 


By the explosion of a gun last April at 


M uncie, Indiana, an iron breech pin, one 
and a half inches long and weighing 615 
giains, was blown into the brain of Einer- 
scn McColm, of that city. This heavy 
piece of iron, several pieces of bone and 
a piece of bis felt bat were withdrawn 
rrira his bead and without trepanning, by 
making an opening in the frontal bone, 
tt rough which half a tablespoonful of 
bains oozed. The wound has healed and 
the patient experiences no inconvenience 
ei cept from the hot rays of the sun and 
is a* well as ever. The case is among the 
«»st remarkable known on record. 


MBS. BURNETT'S BOYS.—Mrs. Frances 


Hodgson Burnett, the well known au- 
thoress, is one of these exceptions, and 
her craze for the picturesque extends not 
only to her inanimate surroundings, but 
to her two boys. A lady who has re- 
cently paid Mrs. Burnett a long visit is 
the authorit} for the statement that they 
are very handsome boys. Their proud 
mother is quite aware of their beauty by 
keeping them dressed in the most be- 
coming fashion. 
She taught them to 


pose iu an artistic manner. If the bells 
ring and a visitor is announced, Mrs. 
Burnett turns to her sons and says • 
"Take your positions." 
Immediately 


the well trained boys fall into the poses 
best suited to their dress and beauty. 
The older one will lean bis elbow on the 
corner of the mantelpiece and rest his 
head upon his shapely band, while the 
younger will stretch himself in a graceful 
attitude on the heavy fur rug in front of 
the fire. The visitor enters and cannot 
fail to be struck by the picturesque 
beauty of the scene and goes away, her 
mind full of admiration for her friend's 
children, and feels almost ashamed of the 
general roughness of her own boys at 
home, whom she is much more likely to 
find gliding down the banisters, sitting 
on the fence or playing ball than in poses 
which would gladden an artist's heart. 
Of course the attitudes given above are 
only those for winter use. 
For summer 


an entirely different set prevail, but they 
are all quite as effective, and, indeed, 
they are the pride of Mrs, Burnett's 
heart. What the result of this novel 
mode of education wiH be is a question 
which agitates many of the writer's 
friends, but they will soon have the op- 
portunity of seeing, for who can lean an 
elbow on the mantlepiece cannot be so 
very small. 


DEFECTIVE VISION —Dr. Cohn, of 


Breslau, in the years 1864 and 1865 ex- 
amined the eyes of 10,000 scholars, and 
found 1,630 of them with eyes of defec- 
tive shape. 
Of these 1,072 were myopic, 


139 were fiat eyed, 23 were the subjects 
of astigmatism, and 396 were suffering 
from the results of previous disease. Dr. 
Cohn further found that faulty shape of 
the eye balls, especially in the direction 
of myopia, increased steadily, both in 
numerical prevalence and in degree, as 
school life was prolonged, being least 
frequent and least pronounced in the 
elementary schools, more frequent anc 
more pronounced in the intermediate 
and most frequent and most pronounced 
in the finishing schools. His researches 
have since been repeated and extended 
by many other observers, and his results 
have been fully confirmed in other parts 
of Germany, in llussia, and in America, 
white the American observations have 
shown not only that fiat eyes have a ten- 
dency, from the strain thrown upon them 
by their defect, to pass into the opposite 
of short sight, but also that this change 
occurs with the greatest certainty in 
underfed or unhealthy children, and in 
schools where sanitary conditions are 
neglected. 


The defects of shape of the eje ball, 


whether flatness, elongation, or astigma- 
tism, may to a greater or less extent be 
corrected by optical appliances, and 
when so corrected the mischief which the 
defects produce may almost be said to be 
limited to the trouble and cost incident 
to procuring and using such appliances. 
In some positions of life this trouble and 
cost are prohibitory or nearly so, and 
then the defects of shape become great 
evils 
The flat eyed persons is terribly 


handicapped in any calling which requires 
close visual application; and the strain 
thrown upon his eyes becomes a frequent 
source of disease, while the myopic, confin 
ed within a limited physical horizon, often 
fails to develop the power of observation, 
gains but little experience from life, and 
acquires but little knowledge of character 
or of events 
He is blind to the expres- 


sion of the human face, or to the larger 
beauties of nature or of art, and his mind, 
even v\ hen intelligent and acute, 's apt 
to display an acutensss which expends 
itself upon details, and which is incapable 
of taking hold of principles.

normal vision, which is independent of 
faulty shape, optical appliances can do 
nothing, bnt a remedy may sometimes be 
found in diligent exercise of the defective 
organs. 


For discordancy the concert of the 


Chinese band which came over to London 
to the Exhibition puts Wagner quite into 
the shade.

There 
are three sorts of guitars*—the he pa- 
balloon shaped, three feet in length and 
much used for festal rites of a religious 
character; then comes the sanlieen, or 
three-stringed guitar, and the full moon 
guitar, gue kick. 
Then come drums, 


cymbals, Ac., and the organ, the embryo 
of our own, with severa' tubes of varying 
length inserted in a bowl. 


An interesting suggestion has just been 


made for the introduction of camels into 
the south of England as beast of burden 
for farmers and others. 
For a number 


of years they have been in use in Aus- 
tralia, and their docility and endurance 
in that country are highly praised. Laden 
separately, they take about seven hun- 
dred weight each, but in a team they are 
able to draw as much as a ton apiece. 
By the Australian squatters they are 
exclusively employed, and in districts 
where water is scarce they, are almost in- 
valuable. The price of a young camel is 
from $250 to f 350, and this sum is not 
deemed high by the inhabitants of the 
antipodes. The chief objection to their 
introduction into England is that the 
country is too wet, and camels never get 
along well on wet ground. 
After a rain 


they are liable to slip and become use- 
less. Horses also are much terrified by 
their appearance. A similar attempt 
was made to introduce them here some 
fifteen years ago, but the idea did not 
take.

Tbei 
exports amount to $1,200,000 and the! 
imports to $900,000. Twenty steamer 
a day enter and depart from the port a 
Montevideo. The people are engagec 
largely in manufacture and cattle herd 
ing. 
Half a million dollars' 
worth o 


cattle are killed each year for the hides 
It is a strange thing, but the people there 
will not use a mare in anv way. 
The 


street railway company put them befor 
the cars and the people refused to rid 
in the cars. 
Fine animals of this kind 


which would sell here for $150, are sol 
there for $5 and killed for their hides 
The natives are enterprising and pro 
gressive. Ten years ago they importei 
all of their wheat, to-day they expor 
400,000 bushels of their*own production 
Uraguay is a beautiful, blooming country 
and its scenery is a source of perpetua 
delight to a traveler within its bounds 
I attended a wedding a few weeks ago 
250 guests were present, and a finer ap- 
pearing, better dressed assembly I hav 
never seen in any country.

pictures, sculptures, etc., were profuse- 
and selected with the greatest care, anc 
the grounds laid out with exquisite taste 
Joseph Bonaparte's residence was pur 
baps the finest in America. 
Thousands 


of people from all parts of the country 
vissted him and were treated courteously. 
He was extremely liberal with his money, 
and give great impetus to the business 
of the little town 
The Philadelpbians, 


finding that he bad apparently no end of 
money, and that be used it to benefit 
business generally, regretted, when too 
late, that they refused to let him locate 
among themselves, and, to keep up their 
mortification, would continue to taunt 
Jerseyinen with having a king—with im- 
porting the King of Spain to rule over 
thain, They were called Spaniards and 
foreigners on that account. But these 
taunts harmed no one, as the Jerseymen 
lost nothing by allowing him to settle 
among them, and thuf " foreigners," 
jokingly applied to Jerseyinen, has come 
down to us long after its origid has been 
forgotten, except by a few of the past, 
generation.

When a car has its complement the gates 
are shut, n sign is hung out rending 
"complit," and no one can enter. Dur- 
ing the busy time of the day, between 5 
and 6 o'clock, when crowds are waiting 
for a car, it is necessary to applv to the 
office for a numbered ticket

stance, sav vou applied and received No. 
23. 
You \\ lit for a car, and the driver, 


when ready, commences to call, deux, 
trois, and so on until he reaches your 
number, when you must be ready to enter, 
if not you must procure anothet ticket 
and wait your turn again. 


The system has its advantages as well 


as its disadvantages, and the French 
think it a great thing ; but the amusinn 
part of it to foreigners is the calling for 
the numbers, and unless one is prettv 
well up in French he is apt to get left, 
and has to get another ticket.
